CHINA’S OPIUM EVIL. 


It Will Take Seven More Years te 
Wipe it Out Completely. 

The opium agreement recently sign- 
ed at Peking by Sir John Jordan for 
Engiand and the Wai-pu-pu for China 
promises the certain extinction of the 
traffic within seven years. It starts 
out by recognizing the good faith with 
which .Chinu bas endeavored since 1907 
to reduce the production of the drug 
within the empire, and the first cove. 
‘Baatris~tha 
it shall coutinue the decrease in the 
same ratio that the annua! impo! 
from India is diminished. ; 

Great Britain agrees that no oplum 
shall be conveyed from india to any 
province of China which has effective 
ly suppressed the cultivation of the 
poppy. ‘I'he entire export of opium 
from India shall cease in less than sev- 
en years if proof be given that the 
home production has entirely ceased 
in China. 

Tbe other provisions of the agree- 
ment provide for administrative .de- 
tails, including official! mspection in 
each country. Great Britain consents 
also to an increase of duty to 350 taels 
a chest on imports, provided that an 
equivalent excise tax be placed on do- 
mestic opium tn China, ‘Tbe annual 
reduction of the Indian exports is now 
about 5,100 chests, but it is to be even 
greater In 1912, 1913 and 1914. 

A loss of revenue of at least £3,000,- 
000, or $15,000,000, is on the surface 
involved to india from the loss of the 
imports on the trade. ‘his may have 
to be met in part by a contribution 
from the British imperial treasury. 
But in parliament recently Ondersec- 
retary Montagu of the Indian office in- 
timated that some other way might be 
found of meeting the deficiency.—New 
York Sun. 


Electrocuted Eggs. 

It is possibie that the peculiar taste 
of a cold storage egg, which is sume 
thing not easy to mistake, may be re 
moved if experiments now being made 
by av electrical company are success- 
ful, Says the inventive Age: “It is 
clatmed that when fresb eggs are 
plaved in cold storage the eggs are 
alive, that they are slowly frozen Ww 
death and that ip spite of the preser- 
vation qualities of the ice the eggs do 
not taste good when cooked. [t is now 
believed that by electrocuting the exes 
the natura! fresh taste may be retain- 

ed and not removed when the eggs are 
placed in cold storage. ‘The eggs are 
‘killed’ by placiug a metal cap on each 
end of the egg and then throwing on a 
pressure of 500 voits.”

THE SUNDAY SCHOOL 


LESSON X.—THIRD QUARTER, 
FOR SEPT. 3, 1911. 


Text of the Lesson, a Comprehensive 
Quarterly Review—Golden Text, 
Ps. xxxiv, 14—Commentary  Pre- 
pared by Rev. D. M. Stearns. 


Lesson I.—Isaiah’s prophecy con- 
cerning Sennacherib (lsa. xxxVii, 14- 
38). Golden Text, Ps, xlvi, 1, “God is 
our refuge and strength, a very pres- 
ent help in trouble,’’ Sennacherib is in 
the line of Cain and Pharaoh and all 
enemies of God and His people to be 
consummated in the blaspheming anti- 
christ of the last days back of whom 
and through whom is always seen the 
devil. The devotion of Hezekiah to 
the living and true God was too,much 
for the great adversary, and so he 
stirred up the kinf of Assyria against 
Hezekiah. But see how two men who 
knew God prevailed in prayer. 

Lesson I1.—The suffering servant of 
Jehovah (Isa. lii, 3, to Tr Golden 
Text, Isa. liii, 6, ‘The Lord hath laid 
on Him the iniquity of us all.’”’ We 
find this record right in the midst of 
the last part of Isaiah, the middle 
chapter of the middle section, and the 
middle verse is liii, 5, which gives us 
the heart of all Scripture. If with His 
stripes we have been healed, then as 
His redeemed ones standing against 
the world, the flesh and the devil, we 
must be content to suffer with Him 
and count it a great privilege (Phil, i, 
29; I Pet. iv, 13; v, 1, 10).. We shall 
be satisfied when He is (liii, 11). 

Lesson I1I.—Manasseh’s wickedness 
and penitence (II Chron. xxxiii, 1-20). 
Golden Text, Isa. i, 16, 17, “Cease to 
do evil, learn to do well.” Of all the 
wicked kings of the ten tribes none 
exceeded Ahab in wickedness, but 
Manasseh in Judah seems to have ex- 
ceeded him. By comparing II Kings 
xxi with our lesson chapter we see 
how fearful the record is. It looks as 
if he did the very worst that he could 
do. The conversion of such a wicked 
man should greatly encourage parents 
who have ungodly children, for God 
is full of merey. 

Lesson IV.—Josiah’s devotion to God 
(II Chron. iii, 4, 1-13). Golden Text, 
Eccles. xii, 1, “Remember now thy 
Creator in the days of thy youth.’’ 
This boy king probably>knew only of 
his father’s zeal for God, and may 
have been thus inspired with a similar 
zeal. When he was only sixteen he 
began to seek God earnestly, and when 
he was twenty he. purged the land 
from idolatry and did that which the 
man of God. said 300 years before that 
he would do (I Kings xiii, 2; II Kings 
xxiii, 16), When he was twenty-six 
he began to repair the house of the 


Lesson V.—The finding of the book 
of the law (II Chron. xxxiv, 14-33). 
Golden Text, Ps. cxix, 11, “Thy word 
have I hid in my heart that I might 
not sin against Thee.’’ As he went 


‘on in his good work, God gave him 


more light by causing the book of the 
law to be found. This was a fulfill- 
ment of the word, ‘Then shall we 
know if we follow on to know the 
Lord” (Hos. vi, 3). If we act up to the 
light we have, God will in some way 
send us more. The Lord knew that 
Josiah would inquire into this and be 
obedient and humble himself béfore 
God. 

Lesson V1.—Jeremiah tried and ac- 
quired (Jer. xxvi, 7-19). Golden Text, 
Ps, xxvii, 1, ‘The Lord is my light and 
my salvation whom shall I fear?’ It 
seems strange that priests and proph-

Northwest Provinces It Increases 

More Than 1,600,000 Acres 

On August, 1910 

Otawa, Ont.—The. area of spring 
wheat in the northwest provinces this 
year is 1,500 acres more than last year 
and of oats 341,000 acres, but no in- 
crease is shown for barley. The yield 
of hay and clover is estimated at 12, 
tons for Canada, being 1.43 
tons per acre, and the largest yields 
for provinces are 4,736,000 tons in On- 
tario, 5,028,000 tons in Quebec, 254,000 
tons in Prince Edward Island, 941,000 
tons in Nova Scotia, and 885,000 tons 
in New Brunswick, 

This is what a crop report just 
issued by the Dominion census and 
statistits bureau says. 

It also says, compared with last 
year’s crop in the northwest provinces, 
the condition of spring wheat in 
Manitoba south of the Grand Trunk 
Pacific railway is 88 to 39, of oats 88 
to 38, and of barley 85 to 34, and 
north of the same railway the condi- 
tion is 92 to 77 for wheat, 90 to 72 for 
oats, and 88 to 50 for barley. In Sas- 
katchewan south of townships’ 25 the 
condition of wheat is 90 to 69, oats 
88 to 61, and of barley 89 to 69.

APPEAL OF LUMBERMEN 


The Railway Commission at Vancou- 
ver Will Hear Cases of Abolish- 
ment of Tare Allowances—Railways 
Want to Abolish Allowances That 
Have Been in Effect for Years 
Past in British Columbia. 


Calgary, Alta‘-—~Matters that affect 
lumber users. throughout western 
Ganada, but in which the lumber 
manufacturers are particularly inter- 
ested, will presented before the 
railway commissioners when they sit 
at Vancouvér, Aug. 30, by W. A. 
Anstie, of Calgary, representing the 
Mountain Lumber Manufacturers’ as- 
sociation. These matters have to do 
with the proposed action of the C. P. 
R. in abolishing certain allowances 
for tare weights, and with the publi- 
vation of through rates on lumber to 
stations. on the G. T. P. railway, 
which the lumbermen have not as yet 
obtained. 

The first complaint has reference to 
the proposed action of the C. P. R. in 
abolishing allowance which has been 
in effect for years past in British Co- 
lumbia, and which shippers claim are 
necessary to cover the average vari- 
ance from tare weights due to absorp- 
tion of moisture by reason of snow, 


|ice, and rain, as well as accumulation 


of filth in cars. The shippers also 
claim that the fact that their conten- 
tion is a fair one is borne out by the 
action of the railways in making an 
allowance for so many years. 

In. conection. with the complaint, 
Anstie states that the whole matter 
ha: been rather long drawn out, being 
handled first by the Canadian Manu- 
facturers’ asggciation in the east, but 
to hurry the’ matter to a settlement 
the Mountain Lumbermens’ associa- 
tion will now make representation on 
their own behalf. 

The board of railway commissioners 
has already granted an order compel- 
ling a continuance ,of the allowance 
until such time as required for the 
lumbermen to submit evidence in sup- 
port of their action.

“DAN” MANN’S FATHER, 


Pioneer of Acton Died Recently In 
His 4th Year. 


There was laid at rest in Fairview 
cemetery, in Acton Village, a few days 
ago, one of the very, very few sur- 
vivale of the real «ld pioneer days of 
Ontario—Hugh* Main, the father of 
Sir Donald, of the great team of 
Canadian railroad builders, Mackenzie 
ard Mann, in his 94th year. Here was 
a man who, if he had stayed in the 
land of his birth, would have reared 


a family unknown, in all human 
probability, outside of the Scotch par- 
ish where he himself was born. Hav- 


ing married a fine young woman 
named Helen Macdonald in 1843, he 
sailed away to Canada shortly after- 
ward, and in this land of possibilities 
a son of his became one of the coun- 
try’s biggest notabilities. 

Hugh Mann and his wife settled 
on the 4th concession of Esquesing 
Township, one mile east of Acton Vil- 
lage. He only “took up’ fifty acres, 
built a log house, and in it most of 


| the Mann family of ten were born, 


including ‘“‘Don,’”’ who was the fifth 
child. 

D. D. Mann was born in 1853. Like 
the boys in ‘The Hoosier Schoolmas- 
ter,” he worked in the summer and 

| went to school in the winter. His old 
schoolmaster in Acton recalls that 
he was a very dull scholar. Hugh 


Mann was the smallest member of his 
family, but of his sons ‘‘Don” was 
the biggest. He was big and husky. 
Presently he struck out and worked 
a season in the lumber shanties of 
Michigan. 

His father, they say, wanted him to 
be a Presbyterian minister, and the 
story goes that one day he took him 
to Rev. .Andrew McLean, a Gaelic 
preacher at Crieff, some miles away, 
to get the latter’s support in this ad- 
vice. It is even said further that 
D. D. Mann was about to take his 
small earnings and go to college. But 
he didn’t. He went to Crewson’s Cor- 
ners, a little way from Acton, and 
rented a farm. He farmed for nearly 
three years, but he couldn’t make 
good. He sold out his belongings and 
went’ West. It is said he left the 
town in debt, but it is on record that 
with his first earnings in the West 
he cathe back, called his creditors to- 
gether, and paid off every dollar he 
owed, after which he was given u 
supper, cheers, and other things at 
the Dominion Hotel in Acton. 

Mr. Hugh Mann followed his son to 
Manitoba. Right at the outset, as he 
was crossing the river at Cartwright, 
his horse and wagon fell into the 
stream and were lost. And while his 
son climbed up steadily, from a small 
contractor, teaming ties for the Cana- 
dian. Pacific Railway to a_ railroad 
builder on his own account, the fath- 
er, tow: widowed, failed- to prosper: 
aue Manns, it seemed, were simply 
not cut out for farming. 

Sir Donald, since the dawn of his 
great prosperity, took the best of care 
of his father. About 21 years ago he 
purchased fifty acres of excellent land 
adjoining the G.T.R. property at Ac- 
ton, and installed the old gentleman 
there in comfort. The latter could 
not be happy except on a farm. So 
competent help was employed and 
Mr. Hugh Mann spent his declining 
years in ease. One boast he made 
was that he would go into Acton every 
day of his life, and go he did, rain, 
storm, or shine, driving or _ being 
driven when he became feeble. 

Sir Donald Mann has two brothers 
still living, and three sisters. The 
brothers are-Mr. Allan Mann, a Sask- 
atchewan farmer, and Mr. Alexander 
Mann, the Winnipeg. contractor, 
whose firm, Mann and Mackenzie, 
are sgmetimes confused with the 
greater one of Mackenzie and Mann. 
Another brother, the late Hugh Mann, 
jr., gave promise of being something 
of a celebrity, He invented a track 
laying machine which did wonderful 
work, but he was killed one day by 
his invention. 

Acton feels that it is the most noted 
birthplace of prominent railroaders 
in the country, for it not only claims 
D. D. Mann, but J. J. Hill, although 
the latter was born on a farm six 
miles from the village. In _ recent 

ears both Mackenzie and Mann have 

een frequent visitors at Acton, for 
Sir William has a daughter living 
there—Mrs. William Beardmore.
